BOBBY  SCHMALZ... 


BOBBY  SCHMALZ 
(1981-2003) 


A  euglogy  delivered  for  Bobby  Schmalz  at  his  funeral: 

Thirteen.  An  unlucky  number  for  most  people,  but 
Bobby  believed  it  was  his  lucky  number.  He  was  born  on 
April  13,  1981.  The  years  he  played  soccer  he  displayed  num- 
ber thirteen  on  his  jersey.  The  number  on  the  door  of  his 
apartment  bedroom  was  number  thirteen.  However,  his  good 
luck  ran  out  on  September  13.  It  would  be  the  last  full  day  of 
his  young  life. 

Bobby  was  a  well-rounded  athlete.  He  liked  to  run  and 
work  out.  He  loved  fraternity  life,  which  allowed  a  chance  for 
a  variety  of  sports.  He  liked  to  win,  and  he  was  a  good  sport. 

As  a  child  of  six,  he  learned  karate  and  by  twelve  he 
earned  a  second-degree  purple  belt.  He  successfully  played 
basketball  in  7th  and  8th  grades.  Bobby's  sport  was  soccer: 
park  district,  traveling  soccer,  varsity  team  (freshman  year), 
state  finals  in  junior  year,  and  captain  in  senior  year.  His  love  of  soccer  continued  into 
college  life. 

He  enjoyed  all  of  his  family  gatherings.  He  attended  the  holiday  parties,  the  birthday 
parties,  the  barbeques,  the  christenings,  and  the  anniversary  parties.  He  enjoyed  the  family 
competition  of  games  like  bocce  ball  and  volleyball.  In  fact,  at  last  summer's  Schmalz  family 
picnic  he  and  his  brother-in-law,  Tony,  won  the  wheel  barrel  water  balloon  break  contest 
which  earned  him  the  day-long  nickname  of  Seabiscuit. 

Bobby  was  always  a  good  student:  at  St.  Walter,  at  Driscoll  High  School,  and  Bradley 
University.  From  5th  grade  on  through  college,  he  was  an  honor  student.  He  was  on  the 
Dean's  List  at  Bradley,  and  he  was  in  the  psychology  honor  society.  The  month  before  his 
death,  he  scored  very  high  on  the  GRE  exam,  which  allowed  him  to  enter  graduate  school. 
Bobby  was  clearly  a  man  with  promise. 

Did  you  know  Bobby  tutored  second-grade  students  in  Peoria  and  enjoyed  it?  Did 
you  know  Bobby  was  becoming  a  good  home  barbeque  chef?  His  ribs  and  homemade  ham- 
burgers were  great.  Did  you  know  that  Bobby  and  his  friend  Louie  even  loved  to  cook  a 
turkey? 

We  will  all  miss  this  tall,  slender,  gentle,  smiling  man.  Bobby  liked  people  for  who 
they  were.  People  loved  him.  He  was  surrounded  by  good  friends-  they  were  everywhere. 

Do  not  mourn  this  beautiful  person.  Rejoice  his  young  life.  He  loved  life  and  would 
expect  you  to  live  your  life  to  the  fullest.  Take  no  one  for  granted!

Pierson  remembers  his 
friend  by  the  way  "He  always  had  a  smile  on  his 
face."  Bradley  will  always  miss  that  wonderful 
smile. 
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REGISTRATION:  WEBSTER  FAILURE 

No  one  expected  registering  for  classes  could  be 
so  hard.  As  Bradley  students  prepared  to  register  for 
their  Spring  2004  classes  the  week  of  first  week  of 
November,  Webster,  the  online  registration  system, 
crashed.  Webster  was  the  solution  to  the  long  process  of 
phone  registering  and  was  welcomed  by  all  students  as 
an  easier  way  to  register.  It  took  less  time  than  the 
phone  system  and  you  are  more  likely  to  get  the  classes 
you  wanted.  Fall  2003  was  the  first  semester  where 
only  Webster  was  running.  This  soon  proved  to  be  a  big 
mistake.  During  many  of  the  juniors*  and  seniors'  times 
to  register,  Webster  wasn't  working.  The  Technology 
HelpDesk  was  bombarded  with  students  who  couldn't 
get  the  classes  they  needed  to  graduate.  Many  students 
wanted  the  administrators  to  re-register  everyone.  A 
plan  to  re-register  passed  Student  Senate  but  Provost 
Stan  Liberty  said  that  registration  would  not  be  re-done. 
Administrators  continued  to  work  hard  to  find  out  what 
went  wrong  and  to  find  out  how  many  students  were 
affected  by  the  problem.  They  said  that  the  database 
and  network  were  the  problems.  All-School  President 
Ericka  Pack  said  students  need  to  take  matters  into  their 
own  hands  and  let  administrators  know  about  their 
problems  along  with  contacting  advisors  and  department 


chairs.  Many  students  thought  they  should  just  put 
students  into  the  classes  they  needed  but  this  posed  the 
problem  that  there  may  not  be  enough  seats  for  every- 
one. In  the  future,  more  days  for  registration  will  be 
added  and  a  noon  to  1  p.m.  time  slot  will  be  open  to 
those  students  who  have  morning  or  afternoon  classes 
and  cannot  register  during  their  time  slot.  In  the  event 
of  a  system  failure,  time  slots  will  be  shifted  forward 
for  the  length  of  time  the  system  is  down,  and  students 
will  be  notified  of  their  new  registration  times  when 
they  log  into  register. 
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Trick  or  Treat?  How  about  BUSTED?!? 


During  Halloween  weekend  this  year,  29 
Bradley  students  were  ticketed  for  underage  drinking. 
$10,  000  in  drinking  tickets  were  written  as  the  party 
was  busted  by  the  Illinois  State  Police  called  Oper- 
ation CAMPUS/TAP.  No  one  was  arrested  at  the  party 
at  618  Duryea  Place,  however,  drinking  tickets  were 
issued.  Lieutenant  Dean  Kennedy,  of  the  state  police, 
said  this  was  the  first  in  a  six-month  campaign  in  this 
area.  He  said  that  the  students  should  expect  further 
busts.  This  program  is  targeting  areas  with  heavy 
underage  drinking.  Its  two  goals  are  to  stop  underage 
drinking  and  stop  drunk  driving.  Kennedy  hopes  that 
the  busts  and  tickets  of  Halloween  weekend  will  have 
an  impact  on  the  students  and  enforce  the  severity  of 
underage  drinking.  He  wants  to  promote  the  message 
that  if  you  are  under  21,  it  is  illegal  to  consume  alco- 
hol. 
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Muggings:  Are  we  Safe? 

At  the  end  of  January,  the  first  of  a  string  of 
muggings  occurred  in  Peoria  surrounding  the  Bradley 
campus.  The  first  incident  occured  by  the  Delta  Tau 
Delta  fraternity  house.  The  second  incident,  an  armed 
mugging,  occurred  on  Underhill  Street.  Two  more 
occured  on  the  corner  of  Univeristy  and  Main  by  One 
World  Cafe  and  Squeaky  Clean  Laundromat.  There  was 
an  increase  in  the  University  Police  and  Peoria  Police 
patrols  following  these  events  and  an  increase  in  student 
concerns  because  the  incidents  were  not  immediately 
publicized  by  Bradley.  Owners  of  surrounding  busi- 
nesses and  students  are  impressed  at  how  the  city 
handled  it,  however,  businesses  were  still  concerned 
about  the  safety  of  their  customers  as  well  as  Bradley 
being  concerned  for  its  students. 

The  Bradley  Student  Senate  had  concerns  about  the 
students  not  having  information  about  the  muggings,  so 
they  posted  fliers  instructing  students  on  how  to  find 


information  about  the  muggings  and  safety  precautions. 
They  wanted  the  students  to  know  about  the  muggings  so 
they  will  take  greater  measures  to  protect  themselves.  The 
campus  affairs  chairwoman,  Keri  Thompson,  worked  with 
her  committee  to  write  a  resolution  to  include  provisions 
for  brighter  lighting  and  bulletin  board  posting  for  safety- 
related  incidents  of  which  students  should  be  aware. 
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Bradley  Mourned  Loss  of  Student 
Rachel  Laird 

Monday,  February  23,  brought  shock  to  the 
Bradley  community  after  news  of  Bradley  student, 
Rachel  Laird's,  death  spread  throughout  the  campus. 
Tuesday  evening,  February  24,  began  a  healing  pro- 
cess as  many  close  friends,  acquaintances,  as  well  as 
student  supporters  gathered  near  a  flagpole  by  Bradley 
hall  in  remembrance  of  Laird's  life. 

At  approximately  7  a.m.  February  23,  the 
sophomore  advertising  major  was  declared  dead  by 
medical  staff  at  OSF  St.  Francis  Hospital's  emergency 
room.  A  representative  from  the  Peoria  County 
coroner's  office  said  Laird  died  of  natural  causes 
following  a  history  of  heart  problems.  Paramedics  first  responded  to  a  call  from  the  sixth  floor  of  Harper  Hall  at  6  a.m. 

Laird's  roommate,  sophomore  nursing  major,  Krista  Wiedenhoeft,  said  she  was  having  a  hard  time  coming  to 
grips  with  the  reality  of  the  situation.  Wiedenhoeft  said,  however,  that  she  wanted  to  focus  on  her  friend's  legacy,  not 
her  untimely  passing. 

Before  her  death,  Laird  had  been  working  with  her  service  fraternity,  Alpha  Phi  Omega,  to  raise  money  for  the 
Make-A-Wish  foundation.  Her  plan  was  to  raise  $5,000— a  goal  that  drove  her  to  exceed  expectations.  APO  had  never 
attempted  to  raise  that  much  money  before,  and  Laird  had  been  encouraging  the  members  to  try  to  reach  it.  On  Febru- 
ary 24,  Laird  reached  her  goal  even  though  she  was  not  there  to  see  it.  More  than  $10,000  was  collected  in  her  name. 
Wiedenhoeft  said  her  roommate's  mission  was  the  Make-A-Wish  foundation  to  raise  the  money  she  promised  APO 
would  donate. 

Laird's  involvement  did  not  stop  with  the  service  fraternity.  She  was  also  involved  with  the  BU  Dance  Mara- 
thon. Kara  Quick,  Dance  Marathon  executive  board  member,  said  Laird  threw  herself  into  Dance  Marathon  work. 
"Whatever  people  asked  of  her,  she  did,  no  questions  asked,"  Quick  said.  "She  put  her  heart  and  soul  into  volunteer- 
ing." Junior  English  secondary  education  major,  Michelle  Bogan,  said.  "There  was  something  inside  her  that  wanted  to 
help  because  she  was  driven. ...she  did  everything  she  possibly  could. ..she  was  very  selfless." 

Laird's  mother  said  her  daughter's  selflessness  was  the  defining  feature  of  her  personality.  "She  was  just  a 
loving  and  giving  person—that  was  her,"  Rosemary  Laird  said.  "When  you  became  her  friend,  you  became  her  friend 
forever."

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Braves:  Nickname  Issue 


During  student  body  elections  this  year,  students 
not  only  had  the  opportunity  to  vote  for  their  choice  for 
representatives  but  to  vote  yes  or  no  to  changing  the 
school's  nickname  to  something  other  than  Braves. 
During  voting,  students  were  asked  the  question  "Do  you 
think  Bradley  University  should  replace  the  current 
Braves  nickname  and  logo  with  a  new  mascot  and  logo?" 
Petitions  had  been  going  around  during  election  week 
that  were  circulated  by  the  Diversity  Affairs  Committee. 
The  petitions  got  nearly  600  signatures  that  were  re- 
quired so  the  question  would  appear  on  the  ballot.  Every- 
one was  encouraged  to  sign  the  petition  regardless  of 
whether  you  support  the  nickname  change  or  not.  All 
school  President,  Ericka  Pack,  hoped  that  if  the  question 
appeared  on  the  ballot  students  would  be  able  to  have 
their  opinion  known  and  vote  the  way  they  wanted.  The 
question  appearing  on  the  ballot  was  just  one  thing  in  the 


near  15-year  campaign  to  change  Bradley's  mascot  and 
logo.  'The  Diversity  Affairs  Committee  has  been  working 
on  this  for  years,"  Pack  said.  The  resolution  to  propose  the 
removal  of  the  Braves  nickname  was  put  to  vote  at  the 
April  12  Senate  meeting.  The  vote  found  that  64%  of 
Bradley  students  said  No  on  the  ballot  to  changing  the 
Braves  nickname.  The  student  senate  voted  17-14-1  to 
bring  the  proposal  to  the  adminstration  for  review. 
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Calling  Out  May  Go  Silent 


A  proposal  that  would  eliminate  the  Calling  Out 
ceremony  and  have  men  undergo  a  more  relaxed  and 
friendly  recruitment  process  came  to  vote  in  April.  A 
committee  made  up  of  representatives  from  various 
fraternities,  the  Interfraternity  Council  and  greek  life  staff 
began  working  on  the  issues  at  the  beginning  of  the 
semester.  First  word  of  the  formal  changes  came  Febru- 
ary 26  at  the  Student  Senate's  Speak  Up  when  Director  of 
Greek  Life  Nathan  Thomas  announced  the  end  of  the 
Calling  Out  tradition. 

The  ceremony,  which  served  to  welcome  new 
greek  members  to  their  respective  chapters,  was  a  well- 
known  and  rowdy  event  attended  by  greeks  and  non- 
greeks  alike.  Thomas  said  although  Calling  Out  was  a 
popular  activity,  it  did  not  portray  the  fraternities  truth- 
fully. "Calling  Out  did  not  represent  what  fraternities  are 
on  campus,"  Thomas  said.  "It  was  a  popular  thing  that 
was  tough  to  get  rid  of,  but  now  is  a  good  time  to  make 
changes." 

September's  death  of  Phi  Tau  member  Robert 


Schmalz  from  ethonal  toxicity  stemming  from  Calling  Out 
activities  put  the  event  and  its  accompanying  celebrations 
in  the  spotlight. 

The  process  of  recruitment  has  also  undergone 
major  changes  at  the  hands  of  the  committee  in  a  effort  to 
make  the  process  less  obtrusive  to  both  rushees  and 
houses.  IFC  President  Matt  Jerry  proposed  recruitment 
policies  as  more  friendly.  Thomas  said  he  proposed 
policies  as  less  of  a  hassle  and  more  genuine.  "It's  a  more 
relaxed  environment  for  the  houses  and  rushees,"  Thomas 
said.  "Rushees  will  be  able  to  make  decisions  based  on 
what  the  house  really  is  and  the  product  it  has  to  offer." 
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BRADLEY  HALL  GETS  A  MAKE  OVER 


Bradley  Hall  is  the 
center  of  the  Bradley 
campus  and  seems  to  watch 
over  all  that  goes  on  there. 
The  administrators,  how- 
ever, say  it  is  time  to 
update  and  modernize  the 
hall.  Their  goal  is  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  students 
and  faculty  while  maintain- 
ing the  beloved  look  of  the 
building's  exterior.  The  $6 
million  campaign  launched 
in  Feburary  with  a  cer- 
emony in  Neumiller  Lec- 
ture Hall.  More  than  half 
the  money  need  had  been 
met  through  pledges  and 
gifts  by  the  time  the  cer- 
emony was  held. 

The  3-year  construction 
project  started  last  summer 
and  will  continue  during 
the  school  year.  This 
project  will  be  the  first 


major  renovation  to  the 
building  since  1965  when  it 
was  reconstructed  follow- 
ing a  fire.  Many  of  the 
faculty  and  staff  are  pleased 
with  the  current  building 
but  are  ready  for  improve- 
ments and  are  happy  the 
building  is  being  renovated 
to  keep  up  with  changes  in 
the  curriculum. 

The  new  Bradley  Hall 
will  allow  teachers  to  meet 
with  the  students  in  a 
smaller  setting  to  work  in 
small  groups  and  teams 
instead  of  just  lecturing  to  a 
large  group.  The  renovation 
will  include  60  classrooms 
with  technology  support 
and  160  offices  and  tele- 
conferencing suites  with 
Internet  and  Internet  2 
access.  "Our  Landmark 
building  is  in  need  of 


modernization  so  that  we 
can  continue  to  provide  the 
type  of  teaching  and  learn- 
ing enviornment  necessary 
in  the  21st  century,"  Uni- 
versity President  David 
Broski  said. 

Bradley  Hall  was  one  of 
the  original  buildings  and 
currently  houses  the  admin- 
istrative offices  for  the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences,  the  Graduate 
School  and  the  Child  Study 
Center  as  well  as  classrooms 
for  various  departments. 
Students  will  be  inconvienced 
by  the  changes,  however, 
with  more  8  a.m.  and  late 
afternoon  classes.  The 
construction  will  take  three 
years  and  will  be  noisy,  but 
the  administration  feels  that 
in  the  end  it  will  be  a  great 
building  and  well  worth  it.

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Former  Bradley  basketball  great  Gene  "Squeaky" 
Melchiorre  was  a  star  during  the  best  and  worst  times  on  the 
hilltop.  And  for  being  implicated  in  the  worst  times, 
Melchoirre  likely  will  pay  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

The  now-76-year-old  Melchoirre  will  probably 
never  see  his  number  hanging  from  the  rafters  of  Carver 
Arena  because  of  his  involvement  with  the  gambling 
scandels  that  exploded  in  college  basketball  in  1951.  Since 
1995,  former  teammates,  fans,  and  community  members 
have  been  fighting  to  get  the  university  to  retire 
Melchiorre' s  jersey,  No.  23.  "We  have  been  working  on  this 
for  years,"  former  teammate  Aaron  Preece  said.  "We  got 
involved  because  he  had  it  coming;  he  is  deserving  of  it." 
Fellow  former  teammate  Mike  Chianakas  agreed  that  the 
retirement  is  long  overdue.  "People  don't  realize  what  he 
brought  to  the  team,"  Chianakas  said. 

Despite  a  huge  push  from  supporters,  Bradley 
administartion  has  squashed  all  efforts.  "As  President,  I 
don't  support  the  retiring  of  Melchiorre's  jersey,"  President 
David  Broski  said.  "There  hasn't  been  presidential  support 
for  years."  According  to  Broski,  players  must  meet  four 
criteria  to  get  their  number  retired.  Melchiorre  meets  the 
criteria  of  receiving  an  undergraduate  degree,  being  named 
an  all-American;  and  achieving  basketball  success  after 
Bradley.  The  reason  Broski  does  not  support  the  efforts 
stems  from  criteria  number  four— that  all  honorees  must 
embody  the  high  ideals  of  the  Bradley  community.  "We 
recognize  point  shaving  and  taking  money  as  morally  and 
ethically  wrong,"  Broski  said. 

According  to  ESPN.com,  the  earthshaking  scandels 
eventually  reached  seven  schools  and  32  players  around  the 
country.  And  according  to  Melchiorre,  "a  lot  of  schools 
were  never  exposed."  The  scandels  bit  Bradley  in  1951  and 
seven  Braves  were  accused  of  taking  money  from  gamblers. 
Most  were  acquitted,  but  Melchiorre  was  one  of  three 
Bradley  players  who  pled  guilty  to  accepting  money.  "At 
first,  when  the  money  was  presented,  I  told  the  gamblers, 
'You  have  to  be  crazy,  forget  about  it.'"  Melchiorre  said. 
After  Melchiorre  realized  the  scope  of  the  operation,  he 
reconsidered.  "It  was  great  money.  At  the  time,  the  main 
reason  I  went  along  with  it  was  because  it  was  brought  to 
my  attention  that  a  lot  of  schools  were  doing  it,"  Melchiorre 
said.

Despite  popular  opinion,  Melchiorre  said  he 
never  tried  to  lose.  "The  gamblers  never  wanted  us  to 
purposefully  lose  a  game.  They  just  wanted  us  to  shave 
points  from  the  final  margin,"  Melchiorre  said.  "I  didn't 
do  anything  to  lose.  I  just  played  the  game."  Chianakas 
agreed  that  he  never  saw  Melchiorre  do  anything  to 
intentionally  lose  a  game.  "He  never  made  a  bad  shot  on 
purpose,  and  he  never  made  an  errant  pass."  Chianakas 
said. 

The  refusal  to  retire  Melchiorre's  jersey  is  not  the 
only  negative  thing  that  came  from  him  taking  money. 
Melchiorre  was  the  No.  1  draft  pick  in  the  1951  NBA 
draft.  But  he  never  stepped  on  an  NBA  court. 

Now,  a  retired  businessman,  Melchiorre  said  that 
although  "he  has  had  so  many  honors  in  life,  the  greatest 
part  of  his  life  is  his  family."  He  has  five  children,  15 
grandchildren,  and  one  great-grandchild.  "I  have  had  a 
wonderful  life,"  Melchiorre  said.  "I  have  been  so  fortu- 
nate."

Only  one  position  in  Student  Senate's  student  body 
elections  was  filled  in  the  first  round  of  voting,  leaving 
three  runoff  races  for  April  1 1  and  12. 

Brooke  Christiansen  was  elected  student  body  vice 
president,  earning  1466  votes.  She  was  running  unopposed 
for  the  position.  Christiansen  said  she  was  relieved  to  hear 
the  results. "I'm  definitely  less  nervous  now,"  she  said. 
"Now  I  can  concentrate  on  getting  people  to  vote  in  the 
runoff  elections."  The  vice  presidential  race  also  recorded 
283  abstentions  and  287  write-in  votes. 

In  the  presidential  race,  Jeff  Link  collected  154 
votes  and  Phil  Litchfield  took  202  votes.  Nev  Milanovic 
netted  293  votes  and  Keri  Thompson  earned  776  votes, 
forcing  the  two  into  a  runoff  contest.  There  were  41 
presidential  abstentions. Taking  554  of  the  570  write-in 
votes  was  Roy  the  Cat,  a  feline  whose  owners  had  cam- 
paigned heavily  for  the  cat  to  take  office  in  past  weeks. 
Although  Roy's  totals  topped  Milanovic's  by  almost  300 
votes,  the  cat  could  not  continue  onto  the  runoff  election 
because  he  is  not  a  registered  Bradley  student.  Thompson 
said  she  was  pleased  with  Roy's  departure  from  the 
race. "I'm  glad  the  race  is  between  two  humans  now,"  she 
said.  Thompson  also  said  she  was  honored  to  have  a  place 
in  the  runoffs.  "I  am  pleased  the  students  thought  of  me," 
she  said.  "I'm  also  pleased  with  the  voter  turnout.  It  shows 
our  student  body  cares."  Milanovic  said  she  was  excited  to 
enter  the  runoff  competition.  "I  wasn't  expecting  anything 
either  way,"  she  said.  "I'm  not  surprised  about  anything." 
Milanovic  said  her  election  success  has  changed  her 
weekend  plans  from  relaxation  to  hitting  the  campaign 
trail.  "I  was  going  to  fall  into  a  three-day  coma!"  she  said. 
"Now  I'll  just  stick  to  double  espressos." 

Link  said  he  was  disappointed  with  the  results. 
"I'm  upset,  obviously,"  he  said.  "I  wish  it  was  different." 
Litchfield  also  said  he  was  disappointed  with  his  loss,  but 
his  first  thought  after  the  results  were  announced  didn't 
pertain  to  the  elections.  "I  thought,  T  have  to  get  to 
class!'"  he  said. 

The  race  for  secretary  also  resulted  in  a  runoff. 
Scott  Gaught  collected  655  votes  while  Michael  Koch 
netted  951.  Write-in  votes  totaled  105,  while  325  absten- 
tions were  recorded.  Gaught  said  he  is  worried  about  the 
runoffs.  "I'm  a  little  bit  uneasy,"  he  said,  "but  this  just 
shows  that  I'll  have  to  kick  my  campaign  up  a  notch  and 


get  out  there  and  campaign  hard  next  week.  I  want  to 
focus  on  person-to-person  campaigning."  Koch  said  he 
would  also  continue  to  pound  the  campaign  trail.  "I'll 
spend  my  weekend  doing  some  design,  and  then  start 
campaigning  after  the  holidays,"  he  said.  "I  was  happy 
students  supported  me;  I  was  happy  with  the  votes  I  got.  I 
feel  like  I  did  the  best  I  could  with  this  race,  but  now  it's  a 
whole  new  election." 

The  race  for  student  body  treasurer  was  the  closest 
of  the  four,  as  only  108  votes  separated  incumbent  Omar 
Terrie  and  candidate  Emily  Falter.  Terrie  earned  847  votes 
and  Falter  took  955  votes.  Seventy-two  write-in  votes  and 
162  abstentions  were  tallied.  Terrie  and  Falter  will  face 
off  in  the  runoff  elections  next  week.  Terrie  said  he 
expected  a  different  outcome  from  the  preliminary  race.  "I 
expected  it  to  be  over,"  he  said.  "I  was  shocked,  but  I'm 
glad  I  have  a  second  chance  to  prove  to  students  I  am  the 
best  candidate."  Falter  said  she  was  also  expecting  the 
race  to  be  done  and  expressed  frustration  at  the  continu- 
ing race.  "The  definition  of  a  runoff  race  is  a  race  of  the 
two  best  candidates  from  a  field  of  several  candidates,  not 
two  people  twice,"  she  said.  "I  just  never  thought  there'd 
be  a  runoff." 

Approximately  34  percent  of  the  student  body 
participated  in  the  elections  —  2,036  students  voted  in  the 
contest.  Each  candidate  needed  at  least  1,019  candidates 
to  win  the  election  without  runoffs.  After  run-off  elections 
the  student  body  officers  for  2004-2005  were  decided: 
Keri  Thompson-President,  Brooke  Christiansen-Vice 
President,  Michael  Koch-Secretary,  and  Emily  Falter- 
Treasurer.

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Stein  Named  Illinois  Poet  Laureate 


Senior  Tradition  Hits  the  Curb 


Bradley  English  Professor  Kevin  Stein  was  named 
Illinois"  poet  laureate  in  December.  He  is  the  fourth  poet 
to  hold  the  title,  following  in  the  foot-steps  of  such 
literary  giants  as  Carl  Sandburg  and  Gwendolyn  Brooks. 
Stein  said  he  was  "overwhelmed,  humbled,  and  honored 
to  represent  Illinois  poets."  The  goals  Steinlaid  out  for  his 
term  in  office  include  making  poety  more  accessible.  He 
proposed  using  other  media  such  as  the  Internet  and  radio 
programming  to  promote  Illinois  poetry.  He  also  said  he 
would  hold  poetry  readings  in  places  where  people 
normally  wouldn't  expect  them,  such  as  factory  floors 
and  nursing  homes.  Stein  was  chosen  out  of  an  initial 
field  of  26  poets  in  a  search  that  lasted  three  years. 


Senior  Walk,  a  long-standing  Bradley  tradition 
during  which  seniors  travel  from  bar  to  bar  the  Thursday 
before  Commencement,  was  "strongly  discouraged"  by 
university  administration.  Commemorative  mugs  and  T- 
shirts,  which  are  usually  sold  by  student  organizations  as 
fundraisers,  won't  be  available  this  year  after  university 
officials  went  to  the  officers  of  the  organizations  that 
traditionally  sell  the  memorabilia  and  asked  them  not  to 
market  the  products.  Although  one  organization  voluntar- 
ily decided  to  discontinue  their  fundraiser,  a  new  policy 
will  prevent  any  fundraiser  by  a  student  organization  that 
involves  alcohol.  Associate  Provost  of  Student  Affairs 
Alan  Galsky  said  the  issue  was  philosophical.  "My  own 
opinion  is  that  Senior  Walk  is  something  our  students 
should  seriously  consider  if  they  want  to  be  associated 
with,"  Galsky  said.  "The  time  has  come  to  look  at  it." 
Student  Ambassadors  was  one  of  the  organizations  who 
sponsored  Senior  Walk  memorabilia.  President  Kate 
Santine  said  the  organization  stopped  selling  the  mugs 
after  reevaluating  Senior  Walk's  ideals.  "We  kind  of 
looked  at  it  as  'what  are  Ambassadors'  goals?'"  Santine 
said.  "Leading  people  to  drink  is  not  a  goal  or  something 
we  want  to  be  associated  with."

2004  Presidential  Elections 


The  2004  Presidential  elections  will  be  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  November  following  the  first  Monday. 
The  Candidates  are  current  President,  George  W.  Bush, 
for  the  Republican  ticket.  John  Kerry  for  the  Democrats, 
and  Ralph  Nader  for  the  Independents.  Normally,  only 
about  50%  of  eligible  voters  vote.

The 
ongoing  economic  problems  sent  Bush's  numbers  to 
drop  in  2002-2003  but  he  still  remains  strong  and  did 
well  in  the  midterm  polls.  The  victory  in  Iraq  against 
Saddam  Hussein,  however,  pushed  Bush's  rates  back  up 
in  2003.  Some  of  George  W.  Bush's  main  issues  are  his 
bold  jobs  and  growth  plan  to  create  more  jobs  in  the 
U.S.,  the  single  proposed  department  of  Homeland 
Security,  No  Child  Left  Behind  Act,  preserving  the 
beauty  and  equality  of  our  enviornment,  strengthen 


retirement  security,  and  a  national  energy  plan. 

John  Kerry,  Democrat  from  Massachussatts,  has 
been  chosen  as  the  Democratic  candidate.  Kerry  beat 
out  his  last  competitor  John  Edwards  on  Super  Tuesday 
to  be  chosen  as  the  candidate.  Kerry  supports  the  War 
on  Terrorism,  education  reform,  supported  some  grants 
for  faith-based  organizations,  favored  trade  relations 
with  China,  restoring  jobs  and  rebuilding  the  economy, 
access  to  affordable  health  care,  and  making  college 
affordable  for  all  Americans. 

Ralph  Nader  will  be  the  candidate  for  the  Indepen- 
dent party.  He  is  a  consumer  advocate  and  liberal.  Nader 
wants  to  make  health  care  universally  available,  a 
crackdown  on  corprate  corruption  and  abuse,  a  fair  tax, 
end  poverty  in  the  United  States,  developing  and  em- 
ployee bill  of  rights,  education  for  everyone,  and  oppos- 
ing the  War  in  Iraq.

Martha  Stewart  Scandal 

Former  CEO  Samuel  Waksal  admitted  to  insider- 
trading  for  tipping  off  family  members  to  sell  ImClone 
Systems'  stock  just  before  announcement  that  the  Food 
and  Drug  Administration  was  rejecting  an  application  for 
ImClone's  key  drug,  Erbitux.  He  was  sentenced  to  the 
maximum  jail  sentence  of  7  years  and  3  months  in  prison, 
and  served  his  sentence  at  Schuylkill  Federal  Correc- 
tional Institution  in  Minersville,  Pa. 

Homemaking  mogul,  Martha  Stewart,  a  friend  of 
Waksal' s  dumped  her  shares  ahead  of  the  FDA  announce- 


ment and  was  investigated  for  insider  trading.  She 
faced  criminal  securities  fraud  and  obstruction 
charges  for  responding  to  the  probe  by  issuing 
news  releases  to  allegedly  prop  up  the  stock  price 
of  her  own  company,  Martha  Stewart  Living 
Omnimedia.  Stewart  resigned  from  the  board  of  the 
New  York  Stock  Exchange  a  day  after  Faneuil 
pleaded  guilty.  She  also  stepped  down  as  chairman 
and  cheif  executive  of  her  own  company. 


War  In  Iraq:  Life  After  Saddam 

Citizen's  lives  in  Iraq  will  never  be  the  same  after 
the  U.S.  troops  stepped  foot  in  Iraq  more  than  a  year 
ago  and  captured  Saddam  Hussein.  The  reconstruction 
and  building  has  been  the  biggest  challenge  of  all. 
Reconstruction  in  Iraq  is  going  to  cost  billions  of 
dollars.  The  World  Bank  and  UN  estimate  that  Iraq 
needs  $36bn  for  reconstruction  over  four  years.  The  US 
estimates  that  an  additional  $19bn  is  needed  in  other 
areas.  Washington  is  desperate  for  other  countries  to 
share  the  burden  of  peacekeeping  and  the  cost  of 
reconstruction.  To  reassure  donors,  the  US  has  agreed 
that  a  UN  and  World  Bank  agency  will  be  set  up  to 
oversee  the  spending  of  reconstruction  funds. 

The  lack  of  security  has  slowed  reconstruction 
work.  Though  the  US  has  agreed  contracts  with  Ameri- 
can corporations,  many  of  these  companies  have  not 
been  able  to  operate  in  Iraq.  General  Iraqi  goodwill 
towards  Coalition  Provisional  Authority,  the  occupation 
authority,  is  widely  believed  to  depend  on  progress  in 
reconstruction. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  suspicious  circum- 
stances or  car  accidents  has  risen  sharply  since  the  end 
of  the  war.  This  is  due  to  the  lack  of  law  and  order  and 
attacks  on  the  coalition  and  Iraqis  working  with  it. 
Human  rights  groups  have  criticised  the  US  military  for 
inadequate  investigations  into  Iraqi  deaths  resulting 
from  coalition  fire. 


Improvements  in  the  water  and  electricity 
supply  have  been  offset  by  disruption  caused  by 
sabotage.  A  consistent,  clean  water  supply  depends 
on  a  good  supply  of  electricity  to  drive  the  pumps. 
Some  days,  Baghdad  only  gets  two  to  four  hours  of 
electricity.  Water  pumping  stations  are  still  being 
looted  and  targeted  by  saboteurs.  Water  treatment 
and  raw  sewage  on  the  streets  are  an  enormous 
health  risk.  This  problem  is  closely  related  to  lack 
of  clean  water  and  the  electricity  supply.  Water 
pumping  stations  are  still  being  looted  and  targeted 
by  saboteurs. 

There  are  fuel  shortages  in  all  areas  in  Iraq, 
though  the  situation  has  been  improved  by  CPA 
imports  of  gasoline,  liquid  petroleum  gas  and 
diesel.  Humanitarian  organisations  are  warning  of  a 
crisis  this  winter  due  to  fuel  shortages. 

Before  the  war,  60%  of  Iraqis  depended 
heavily  on  government  food  hand-outs.  Humanitar- 
ian organisations  say  the  situation  has  only  got 
worse.  They  report  much  higher  unemployment  and 
disruption  to  the  food  distribution  programmes. 
Prices  for  some  goods  are  up,  but  not  all.  Earnings 
for  those  in  work  are  up  dramatically.

Matt  Hale 

White  Supremacist,  Matt  Hale,  was  found 
guilty  of  soliciting  the  murder  of  a  federal  judge  on 
April  26  ending  the  2  week  trial  and  will  face  up 
to  50  years  in  prison.  A  racially  diverse  jury 
convicted  this  former  Reverend  of  the  Church  of 
the  Creator— a  racist  organization  hr  ran  out  of  his 
father's  home.  The  Church  changed  its  name  to  the 
Creativity  Movement  and  members  scattered.  The 
organizations  promoted  "racial  holy  war"  and 
considered  racial  and  religious  minorities  inferior 
to  whites.  It  had  branches  in  other  states  as  well  as 
countries. 

Matt  Hale  is  originally  from  Central  Illinois  in 


East  Peoria.  Many  East  Peorians  see  Hale  as  a  racist 
whose  words  formed  a  following  and  as  the  man  who 
passed  out  fliers  that  some  compare  to  Nazi  Germany  . 
When  Hale  was  18,  in  1990,  he  distributed  fliers  here 
at  Bradley  University,  calling  for  the  formation  of  an 
American  White  Supremacist  Party.  He  wanted  neigh- 
bors to  sign  a  petition  to  run  for  City  Council  and  got 
16%  of  the  vote.  Soon  after  all  this  in  1990,  his  mother 
made  some  comments.  "If  Matt  doesn't  sart  keeping 
his  opinions  to  himself,  three  things  are  going  to 
happen,"  she  said.  "One,  he's  going  to  be  beaten  up 
severly,  Two,  he's  going  to  be  killed.  Or  three,  he's 
going  to  end  up  in  prison." 


Caterpillar  Negotiations  With  UAW 

United  Auto  Workers  on  April  25  rejected 
Caterpillar  Inc.'s  "final"  offer  for  a  new  contract, 
one  that  would  have  meant  hourly  employees  paid 
for  health  care  for  the  first  time  in  company  history 
and  would  have  brought  two-tier  wage  scales  to  all 
plants.  While  the  contract  expired  at  1 1 :59  p.m. 
April  25,  employees  will  continue  working  without 
an  agreement  until  they  are  told  otherwise,  the 
union  said.  The  UAW  did  not  disclose  a  total  vote, 
nor  did  it  reveal  the  tallies  from  the  seven  Caterpil- 
lar locals  that  voted  on  the  proposal,  a  total  of 
about  8,000  active  Caterpillar  employees.  Even 
though  Caterpillar  had  termed  this  its  final  offer, 
more  bargaining  is  still  possible,  sources  from  both 
sides  said.  Local  974  members  who  attended  the 
April  25th  meeting  at  the  Peoria  Civic  Center  -  a 
meeting  that  lasted  more  than  four  hours  by  the 
time  votes  were  cast  -  expressed  dissatisfaction 
with  the  proposal  as  they  left. 


Virtually  all  who  would  talk  about  the  proposal  said 
they  voted  against  it.  The  reasons  were,  for  the  most 
part,  financial.  The  fact  that  Caterpillar  three  days 
earlier  announced  a  record  first-quarter  profit  was 
cited  by  many  of  the  workers  as  they  said  they  be- 
lieved the  company  could  have  given  more.  An  em- 
ployee, who  didn't  give  his  name,  said:  "I  sure  don't 
get  it.  They're  making  millions  in  profits,  paying  their 
executives  1 10  percent  bonuses,  and  they're,  in  effect, 
taking  away  from  us.  I  voted  no,  and  I  think  most 
people  did.  They'll  have  to  sweeten  the  pot  a  lot,  if  you 
ask  me.  A  ratification  bonus  won't  cut  it."  Ratification 
would  have  meant  $3,000  signing  bonuses  for  all 
active  workers.  But  in  lieu  of  raises,  the  company 
would  have  made  lump-sum  payments  each  of  the  last 
five  years  of  the  six-year  pact  of  varying  percentages, 
totalling  14  percent  over  the  five  years.  Annual  cost  of 
living  adjustments  were  also  included  in  the  proposal.

This 
moved  the  Braves  into  first 
place  in  the  Missouri  Valley 
Conference,  and  they  were 
ranked  22  in  the  NSCAA/ 
Adidas  Top  25  Poll.

The  more  things  change,  the  more  they  stay  the  same. 

No  matter  the  decade,  the  popular  saying  rings  true  that  the  more  things  change,  the 
more  things  stay  the  same.  Some  of  the  challenges  that  we  face  currently  at  Bradley 
are  those  that  students  during  the  1981-1982  school  year  faced,  including  frustrations 
over  the  registration  process  and  parking. 

In  August  1981,  undergraduate  enrollment  increased  from  the  previous  years. 
Although  these  additional  students  caused  an  increase  in  funds  derived  from  their  tuition, 
housing  an  additional  one  hundred  and  fifty  students  required  some  adjustments.    At  one 
point,  double  rooms  became  triples  for  the  semester.  Also,  at  this  time,  the  administration 
was  looking  into  the  possibility  of  creating  a  new  zone  for  additional  campus  parking,  which 
was  met  with  a  strong  reaction  from  the  community.  Parking  was  a  definite  luxury,  and 
those  who  found  spots  cherished  them,  a  common  reaction  among  students  today. 


"For  the  seniors,  thier  last  year  at  Bradley  may  have  appeared  to  be 
the  end,  but  in  reality  was  the  beginning  of  a  new  way  of  life,"  Anaga 

1981. 


Students  during  the  early  eighties  faced  many  challenges  when  it  came  to  registering  for 
their  classes.  Class  registration,  a  four-day  event  that  was  held  in  the  Student  Center  Ballroom, 
was  described  as  time-consuming  and  tedious.  Not  unlike  this  year's  challenges  with  Webster 
and  online  registration.  Students  faced  confusion  at  every  turn.  They  had  to  maneuver  through 
the  crowds  into  long 
lines. 

However  tense 
the  parking  situation 
and  registration 
became,  enthusiasm 
was  still  widespread 
across  campus.  In  1981, 
the  Homecoming  theme 
was  "You've  Come  A 
Long  Way,  Bradley"  and 
more  than  600  students 
voted  for  one  of  the  32 
homecoming  queen 
candidates. 

At  the  end  of 
the  year,  the  Class  of 
1982  was  entering  a 
new  stage  of  their  lives 
as  college  graduates,  as 
the  lives  of  the  Class  of 
2004  were  just 
beginning.

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Paying  for  College

Tuition  for  the  2003-2004  school  year:  $16,800.  Room  and  Board:  $5,980.  Activity  and 
Health  Fee:  $130.  Indirect  costs  including  books,  supplies  and  transportation:  $2,000- 
2500.  An  education  from  Bradley  University:  PRICELESS.  Some  students  facing  the 
daunting  task  of  paying  for  their  education  would  disagree  with  that  statement.  However, 
they  work  hard  to  find  ways  to  finance  their  years  at  Bradley. 

One  way  to  ease  this  financial  burden  is  through  assorted  payment  plans  offered  by  the 
university,  alternatives  to  paying  one  lump  sum  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Some  of 
these  alternative  tuition  plans  include  a  semester  payment  option,  a  12-month  payment 
option,  and  a  120  month  payment  option.  Nevertheless,  this  does  not  resolve  the  problem 
of  finding  the  money. 

Although  some  students  receive  some 
form  of  assistance  from  their  parents  in  the 
form  of  tuition,  books  or  just  spending 
money,  many  face  the  challenge  of  earning 
part  or  all  of  their  tuition. 

Approximately  80  percent  of  Bradley 
students  receive  some  form  of  financial  aid. 
This  financial  aid  comes  in  many  forms, 
including  federal  student  loans,  university 
and  private  scholarships,  and  grants. 
Bradley  also  provides  work-study  opportu- 
nities for  qualified  students. 

Many  students  earn  money  to  finance 
their  education  during  the  school  year  by 
finding  a  part-time  job.  An  on-campus 
resource  for  students  looking  for  one  of 
these  jobs  is  the  Smith  Career  Center.  On 
August  26,  2003,  the  Smith  Career  Center 
hosted  a  Part-Time  Employment  Expo. 
Those  attending  the  program  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  meet  with  prospective  employers 
from  the  Peoria  community,  in  addition  to 
employers  on  campus.  The  positions  varied 
from  working  in  retail,  working  for  local 
businesses,  or  even  working  at  the  univer- 
sity library. 

In  addition  to  traditional  part-time  jobs, 
students  find  creative  ways  to  make  ends 
meet.  Some  sell  magazines  or  cosmetics, 
while  others  donate  plasma  or  blood  in 
order  to  pay  the  bills.  In  spite  of  the 
challenges,  students  finish  with  enough  to 
continue  on  with  their  studies,  at  least  until 
the  next  year  comes  along.

4.  When  the  test  is  essay:  Review  concepts  and  make  a  list  of  probable  ques- 
tions. Prepare  outlines  for  them  and  practice  them

Bradley  University's  Cheating  Policy 

According  to  Senate  rules,  all  occasions  of  cheating  and 
plagiarism  must  be  reported  to  the  Executive  Director  of 
Residential  Life  and  Student  Judicial  System,  together  with  a 
statement  of  the  penalty  imposed  by  the  faculty  member.  If 
other  problems  of  a  personal  or  an  emotional  nature  are 
present,  a  referral  to  the  Counseling  Center  will  be  made. 
Cheating  is  officially  defined  as  giving  or  attempting  to 
give,  obtaining  or  attempting  to  obtain,  information  relative 
to  an  examination  or  other  work  that  the  student  is 
expected  to  do  alone  and  not  in  collaboration  with  others,  or 
the  use  of  material  or  information  restricted  by  the 
instructor.  Each  instructor  will  indicate  beforehand  work 
that  may  be  done  in  collaboration  with  other  students.  A 
"Zero"  or  whatever  is  the  equivalent  of  the  lowest  failing 
grade  possible,  shall  be  assigned  for  that  piece  of  work  to 
any  student  cheating  on  a  non-final  examination  or  other 
piece  of  work.  A  "Zero"  or  whatever  is  the  equivalent  of  the 
lowest  failing  grade  possible,  shall  be  assigned  on  a  final 
examination  to  any  student  cheating  on  a  final 
examination.  An  "F"  shall  also  be  assigned  as  the  course 
grade  to  any  student  cheating  on  a  comprehensive  final 
examination.  A  "Zero"  or  whatever  is  the  equivalent  of  the 
lowest  failing  grade  possible,  shall  be  assigned  for  that 
piece  of  work  to  any  student  plagiarizing  on  a  non-final 
piece  of  work.  In  the  case  of  a  student  plagiarizing  on  a 
final  research  paper  or  project,  an  "F"  shall  also  be  assigned 
as  the  course  grade.  For  repeated  or  aggravated  offenses 
additional  action,  including  dismissal  from  the  University, 
may  be  taken  pursuant  to  the  Student  Handbook  procedures 
related  to  the  University  Judicial  System  and  the  disciplinary 
sanctions  for  violation  of  University  regulations.  If  the 
student  objects  to  the  instructor's  conclusion  that  cheating 
or  plagiarism  has  occurred,  the  student  may  consult  the 
University  Ombudsman  and/or  appeal  the  instructor's 
conclusion  through  the  instructor's  director  or  chairperson 
to  the  Dean,  or  to  the  Dean's  designee  (s),  of  the  college  in 
which  the  course  is  offered  within  20  days  of  the 
time  that  the  student  receives  written  notification  of  the 
instructor's  conclusion.  A  copy  of  the  notification  will  be 
filed  with  the  Executive  Director  of  Residential  Life  and 
Student  Judicial  System.  Due  process  requirements  for  a  fair 
hearing  before  the  Dean  or  the  Dean's  designee  (s)  shall 
consist  of  written  statements  of  the  instructor  and  student 
in  support  of  their  positions  provided  prior  to  the  hearing 
and  a  tape  recording  or  transcript  of  the  hearing  itself.  An 
appeal  of  the  decision  of  the  Dean  or  the  Dean's  designee(s) 
may  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the  decision  by  written 
appeal  to  the  University  Student  Grievance  Committee.  In 
the  event  of  an  appeal,  the  Dean  shall  transmit  the  decision 
to  the  University  Student  Grievance  Committee,  and,  if  the 
Dean's  designee(s)  rendered  the  decision,  the  Dean  shall 
indicate  whether  or  not  he  or  she  agrees  with  the  decision.

Why  do  you  feel  students  cheat  on  their  work,  be  it  quizzes,  tests,  assignments,  etc?  "...We  put  a 
lot  of  emphasis  on  getting  the  best  grade  possible,  and  students  feel  pressured  both  by  parents 
and  by  potential  employers.  If  a  student  does  not  get  an  A  in  a  class  she  or  he  feels  inadequate. 
A  grade  lower  than  a  B  has  become  unacceptable.  When  there  is  no  chance  of  achieving  the 
desired  grade,  the  student  is  tempted  to  cheat." 

How  do  you  feel  cheating  may  hurt  a  student's  future?  "...Cheating  is  unethical.  It  is  wrong. 
Employers  expect  you  to  be  an  ethical  and  moral  person.  If  your  employer  finds  out  you  cheated 
in  college,  this  will  certainly  hurt  your  chances  of  advancement  in  your  field."

The  Graduate  School  of  Bradley  University  exists  to  serve  the  nearly  1000  graduate  students 
from  around  the  world  enrolled  in  graduate  courses  and  26  graduate  programs.  All  of  our 
graduate  programs  terminate  at  the  masters  level,  but  many  students  who  complete  their 
master's  degree  at  Bradley  continue  their  academic  work  at  Ph.D.  or  professional  degree 
granting  institutions.  Our  26  programs  are  designed  to  provide  students  the  tools  that  will 
lead  to  new  employment  opportunities,  advancement  and  greater  productivity  on  the  job  and, 
most  importantly,  a  fuller  enjoyment  of  the  work  they  do  and  the  lives  they  live.  The 
Graduate  School  acts  as  a  clearing  house  for  courses,  inquiries,  applications,  enrollment,  and 
administration  of  the  graduate  programs  offered  by  the  departments  within  the  University. 
Should  the  student  wish  to  apply  for  a  scholarship  the  Office  evaluates  the  application  and 
awards  a  scholarship  when  the  student  satisfies  all  of  the  established  criteria.

The  Career  Center  provides  individual 
career  advisement,  job  search  workshops,  a  career  information  library,  a  one-credit  course  in 
job  search  strategy,  several  job  fairs,  a  graduate/professional  school  fair,  and  campus 
interviews  with  prospective  employers.  Additionally,  extensive  web-based  resources  are 
available  to  help  students  learn  more  about  career  information,  job  availability,  employer 
information,  and  networking.
